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Applicant argues that a balloon waist is only the portion 
of the balloon material sealingly secured to an underlying 
tubular member. In the embodiment of figures 1-6, the portion 
of the Shoup et al. balloon 10 between areas 19 and 29 may 
fairly be considered to be a waist since this portion is secured 
at 19 to an underlying tubular member 17 and also secured at 
terminus 29 to an underlying tubular member 13 (as indicated in 
col. 6, lines 6-8). Thus, the entire section between these two 
areas 19 and 29 may fairly be considered a waist. In any event, 
the claims are drawn only to a balloon rather than a balloon 
catheter (which would include a balloon in combination with an 
underlying tubular member) . Thus, any portion of a balloon 
which has a reduced diameter and which is capable of being 
secured to an underlying tubular member (and thus act as a 
waist) may fairly be considered a waist. The examiner has not 
suggested that it would have been obvious to subject the Shoup 
et al. balloon 10 to thermal reformation and to obstruct the 
orifices 26, 27 by the melted balloon material flowing into 
voids 26, 27 due to the thermal reformation. Rather, the 
examiner has indicated that the Shoup et al. balloon 10 is 
inherently capable of being subjected to thermal reformation and 
if so subjected, the melted balloon material would inherently 
flow into voids 26, 27, thus meeting the claimed limitations.
